Mr. Speaker, The ſufferances that we have 


undergone, are reduceable to two heads: the 
Firſt concernes the Church. The ſecond be- 
longs to the Common-wealth. The firſt of 
thee muſt have the firſt fruits of this Parl:- 
ament, as being the firſt in weight and worth, 
and more immediate to the honour of God, 
and his glory, every dram whereof is worth 
the whole weight of a Kingdome.

The Common-wealch(cis true)is full of ap- 
parent dangers;the Sword is come home unto 
us, and the two twind Nations united to each 
other under one Royall head,breathing rtoge- 
cher in the bowells and boſome of the ſame 
INand; & which is above all, imbounded toge- 
ther with the ſame Religion ( I ſay the ſame 
Religion) by adeviliſh Machination,, like ro 
be fatally imbrued in each others blood;ready 
ro digge each others grave. Quantillum abfu! 

For other grievances allo, the poore diſ- 
heartned Subjec ſadly groanes, not able to di- 
ſtinguiſh between Power and Law,and with a 
weeping heart (no queſtion) hath prayed for 
this houre, in hope to be Relieved ,. and ro 
know herafter whether any thing he harh, be- 
ſides his poor part and portion of the common 
ayre he brearhes in,may be truly cal'd his own. 
Fhis(Mr. Speaker)and many other,do deſerve, 
and muſt ſhortly have our deep regard,bur ſus 
gradu,nort inthe firſt place. There is a «nam 
neceſſarium , above all our worldly ſufferings 
and dangers ; Rel:zgzox, the moſt immediare 
ſervice due unto the honour of Almighty 
God : and herein let us all be confident, that 
all our Conſultations. will prove unproſper- 
ous, if we put any determination before that 
of Religion. For my part, let the Sword reach 
from the North to the South, anda generall 
perdirion of all our remaining Rights and 
ſaiety rhreatningus in open view, it _ lo

farre from making me to decline the firſt ſer- 
tling of Religion, that I ſhall ever argue, and 
rather conclude ir thus, That rhe more great, 
the more eminent our perills of this world 
are,the ſtronger, the quicker oughr our care to 
be for the glory of God, and the pure Law of 

our ſoules. | 
It then Mr. Speaker , it may paſſe with full 
allowance, thart all our cares may give way to 


. the Treaty of Religion, I will reduce that 


allo to be conſidered under two heads : 

Firſt of Eccleſiaſticall Perſons. 

 Secondly,of Eccleſjaſticall Cauſes. 

Lerno man ftarr,or be affrightedar the ima- 
gin'd length of this Conſultation : it will nor, 
it cannot take up ſo much time as ic is worth.

About a week ſince I went 0- 
ver to Lambeth to move that great Biſhop (ro» 
great indeed) to take this danger off this Mi- 
nifter,and to recall the Purſevant; and withall 
I did undertake for Mr. :{ſox,({o your Periri- 
ener is called) thathe ſhould anſwer his Ac- 
cuſers in any of the Kings Courts at reftmn- 
flier. The Biſhop gave me this Anſwere (as 
neere as I can remember) 27: h4c verba, Tam 
ſure that he will not be abſent himſelfe from 
his Cure a twelvemonerh together, and then 
I doabt not but once ina yeare Wweſhall have 
him, This wasall I could obraine: burTIhope 
by che help of this Houſe, before the yeare of 
threats be run out, his Grace will either have 
more grace,ornograce atall. 
For our manifold griefs doth fill amighty, 
a vaſt circumference, yer fo thac from every 
part,our lynes of ſorrow doe leade to him,and 
poynt at him, the Centre from whence our 
Miſeries grow.
